Passes Away 
At Vancouver 

Sister of Mrs. Nick Nicholas; 

Had Operated White Lunch 

Restaurant on Main Street 

In Middle Thirties. 

Mrs. Nick Nicholas received 
the sad news by telephone from 
Vancouver on Sunday®evening 
of the death in a Vancouver 
hospital of her sister, Mrs. Jack 
Northam. Mrs. Northam, whQ 
was 37, was well known in Cole¬ 
man, having assisted her hus¬ 
band in the operation of the 
White Lunch restaurant in the 
premises now occupied by Mrs. 
Kwasney’s Dry Goods Store. 

They came to Coleman from 
Medicine Hat in 1935 and oper¬ 
ated the popular White Lunch 
cafe for approximately three 
years before selling the busi¬ 
ness and returning to Medicine 
Hat. They left for Vancouver in 
1947 to operate a small grocery 
store in the coast city. Mrs. 
Northam, who had suffered 
from cancer of the lungs, be¬ 
came the recipient of world¬ 
wide publicity early in 1948 
when she flew to Australia to 
undergo treatment at the hands 
of John Braund, whose claims of 
being able to cure the dread 
disease had stirred a world-wide 
controversy in the realms of 
medicine. 

Determined to give the Aus¬ 
tralian’s purported cure every 
chance to prove itself, the Van¬ 
couver Sun took a personal in¬ 
terest in Mrs. Northam’s jour¬ 
ney to the “Down Under” con¬ 
tinent and maintained the 
bright glare of publicity on 
Braund for several weeks until 
the tragic day when Mrs. Nor¬ 
tham realized that Braund’s 
claims were unfounded and re¬ 
turned to Vancouver. 

Funeral services were con¬ 
ducted in Vancouver in Tuesday 
afternoon of this week and Mr. 
and Mrs. Nicholas, accompanied 
by Mrs. Nicholas’ mother, Mrs. 
W. Jensen, of Medicine Hat left 
Coleman by car early Monday 
morning to attend the last rites.

Agricultural scientists have for some time been 
drawing attention to the fact that due to soil erosion and other factors 
which are causing deterioration of farm lands, there is danger of an acute 
and lasting shortage' of food throughout the world in the near future. The 
problem has already been faced in Canada and a great deal has been done 
to conserve moisture and preserve the soil of our great wheat growing

EDMONTON.—Alberta's Banff and 
Jasper national parks are showing 
the benefits from a program of 
life management, designed to er 
a proper balance between the elk 
population and the carrying capacity 
of the natural park ranges. 

The ranges themselves have shown 
general improvement and the ani¬ 
mals themselves are in fine condition. 

One of the main features of the 
management program this winter 
has been reduction of the increased 
herds by carefully controlled 
slaughters. 

e slaughters were made neces- 
by increases in elk herds to the 
point where they were over-using 
their food supplies, threatening star- 
’ation to themselves and permanent 
■eduction of the carrying capacity of 
the natural ranges. 

The slaughters are controlled as to 
numbers, location, sex, age and c 
dition of the animals. 

There is no wastage of meat 
volved. Meat and hides are turned 
over to the Indian Affairs depart¬ 
ment, the former to be used for food 
by needy Indians and the latter for 
work in leather crafts.

Increases in the output of British 
Columbia and Alberta pounter-balanc- 
ed deepnes in all other provinces as 
the all-Canada production totalled 
5,326,000,000 board feet, a slight de¬ 
cline from the 5,346,000,000 feet pro¬ 
duced in 1947.

Good Old Days" 

EDMONTON, Alta.—Peter Batter, 
Western pioneer, celebrated his 90th 
birthday here recently and mourned 
“the good old days.” For a reason 
too. 

3 been years since ho stood off 
500 armed Indians, or gave up 
rancher’s daughter with a dowry of 
100 head of cattle to marry another 
girl or even ordered a $5 gallon jug 
of good Scotch whisky for the “end- 
of-steel” at Winnipeg. 

Pete came to Canada from Cleve¬ 
land in 1882 and started spikedriving 
for the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company as the railway was bein 
built across the praires. 

“They paid me $1.50 for a 10-hour 
day and I said to myself “this coun¬ 
try’s fit for neither man nor beast” 
but with 25 cents in my pocket, 
chances of getting out of it were 
mighty slim. Time I had enough 
money,-1 didn’t want to leave,” Pete 
recalled. 

The Riel Rebellion tension was at 
its height as Pete and his crew laid 
steel across the prairies between 
Medicine Hat and Calgary. One day 
a raiding party of 500 Indians de¬ 
scended on them. 

“They had a rifle apiece and we 
j'hgd five among us,” the old timer 
said. "It took a lot of nerve to go 
on laying the track with them 
ting closer and meaner-lookin; 
the time.” 

The railroaders held their ground 
until a missionary, Father Laeombe, 
convinced the Indians that the rail¬ 
road would be of advantage to them. 

By spring, 1887, Pete's thoughts 
had "lightly turned". 

Only eligible girl in the immediate 
vicinity of his prairie home was a 
rancher’s daughter whose dowry in¬ 
cluded 100 head of cattle and $1,000 
cash. 

So Pete, who had saved up $750, 
returned to Cleveland “to pick me 
it a wife.” 

At Cleveland, his first proposal 
was refused. The girl's mother point¬ 
ed out that in Canada, Indians fre 
quently killed white people and at 
them. After a 100-day courtship, he 
married a pretty dishwater 
brought her to Canada. 

At 90, Pete attributes his long- 
'ity to hard work, long-lived an¬ 
cestors.

Measure Into large bowl, J3 c. 
lukewarm water, 1 tap. granulated 
sugar; stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Sprinkle slowly with 1 envelope

Pass M.L.A. Says 
Road Route Not 
Yet Decided Upon 

William Kovatch Informs 

Public Works Officials That 

Government Has Not Yet 

Made Final Decision. 

In a telephoned statement 
from Edmonton on Sunday eve¬ 
ning to a Public Works official 
in the Pass, William Kovatch, 
M.L.A. for Plncher-Crows Nest 
asserter that press reports of a 
final desclsion on the route of 
the Trans-Canada Highway 
were premature, if not altogeth- 
erroneous. He reiterated a be¬ 
lief that no final decision would 
be forthcoming until further 
study had been given to the 
vexatious problem. Mr. Kovatch 
stressed the fact that the Pro¬ 
vincial Government was in no 
position to issue a definite state¬ 
ment pending another Domin¬ 
ion Government sponsored con¬ 
ference to finalise the ultimate 
plans for the National highway. 

SOUTH ROUTE’S MERITS 
STRESSED AT CRANBROOK 

E. R. McFarland of Leth¬ 
bridge, founder of the Brandon- 
to-Nelson caravan and the cam¬ 
paign for the southern Trans- 
Canada highway route, reiter¬ 
ated the claims of the Southern 
Trans-Provincial highway for 
first consideration to the annual 
meeting of the Cranbrook Board 
of Trade at which he was the 
main speaker. 

He outlined the advantages of 
the southern route. 

It served the interior’s larg¬ 
est industrial area; and could be 
kept open all winter. Cranbrook 
Board as member of this Assoc¬ 
iation, is solidly supporting the 
Southern Route’s claims. 


FLOOD OF TOURISTS 
BOOKLETS OUT SOON 

Improved services to facilitate 
the tourist movement in Alberta 
this year are being considered 
by branches of the Alberta Mo¬ 
tor Association and other or¬ 
ganizations. 

Plans were announced lately 
of improvements to auto camps 
in some towns in view of the in¬ 
creased flow of tourists expect¬ 
ed this year. 

One new plan Is a teletype 
service that would link Edmon¬ 
ton, Banff and possibly Jasper 
to give the latest available in¬ 
formation on tourist accommo¬ 
dations. 

Numerous tourist folders and 
pamphlets also will be available 
this year, in addition to 125,000 
strip or sectional road maps 
which will be issued by the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association. 

The provincial travel bureau 
also is expected to make a 
heavy issue of tourist materials. 
This will include 100,000 16-page 
illustrated tourist booklets, 50, 
000 tourist information booklets, 
and 50,000 revised highway 
maps. ^ 

Safety on the 
Highways is 
Stressed 

Reduction of the number of 
accidents on the streets and 
highways is being given fresh 
study by officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association which is con¬ 
tinuing to promote safety edu¬ 
cation. 

Recently attention was drawn 
in a court action to the great 
number of old cars on the high¬ 
ways, many with defective 
equipment. It has been claimed 
that 16 per cent of the fatal ac¬ 
cidents in 1947 were due to old 
vehicles which had faulty equip¬ 
ment. 

Another need to avoid acci¬ 
dents is to “keep to the right” 
of the centre line on main high¬ 
ways. 

“The great number of head- 
on and side-swipe collisions em¬ 
phasizes the importance of ob¬ 
serving with scrupulous care the 
regulation to keep to the right 
of the centre of the highway,” 
said an official. 

“Every driver knows the zone 
of safety but may ignore it. The 
tendency is to straddle the road 
when no other cars are ap¬ 
proaching and the habit per¬ 
sists. 

"Accidents from this cause 
are entirely avoidable. With 
cars on their own side of the 
road, no head-on or side-swipe 
collisions would ever occur. The 
motorist who drives to the right 
of the centre under all condi¬ 
tions is contributing mightily to 
the safety of the highways.”

Heavy Outlays 
For Highways 

Large expenditures will be 
made this year by the Alberta 
government on highway im¬ 
provements. This was disclosed 
in the speech from the throne 
read at the opening of the first 
session of the 11th legislature 
on Feb. 17. 

The speech also indicated 
that increased outlays would be 
made on secondary and mar¬ 
ket roads. 

With the government’s finan¬ 
cial position continuing to im¬ 
prove particularly on account of 
big revenues from the oil in¬ 
dustry, it would not be surpris¬ 
ing to see many millions put in¬ 
to highway improvements this 
year. 

Highways connecting with 
the national parks also will see 
substantial outlays, while hard 
surfacing of other main high¬ 
ways probably will be extended. 

Prospects also are improved 
for an all-weather highway 
connection with the Alaska 
highway at Dawson Creek, as 
the B.C. government has an¬ 
nounced that it will reconstruct 
the 30-mile stretch from Pouce 
Coupe east to Tupper Creek on 
the Alberta border. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association have expressed sat¬ 
isfaction over the improved 
highway outlook for 1949. They 
say that traffic demands prob¬ 
ably will see a record movement 
this season, making it essential 
that Alberta keep in the fore¬ 
front of western provinces pre¬ 
paring to provide adequate fa¬ 
cilities for the forthcoming 
tourist tide.

Place Names 
In Canada 
Lack Beauty 

REGINA. — During the last few 
ars there has been a distinct 
change in the choice of names for 
Canadian sites. 

And in the words of a Saskatche¬ 
wan historian, “The names they give 
nowadays don’t mean anything.” 

Zachary M. Hamilton, secretary of 
the Saskatchewan Historical Society, 
says many modern place-names are 
'exceedingly silly and show a singu¬ 
lar lack of individuality." 

A few of our beautiful—and ordi¬ 
nary-names are straight importa¬ 
tions or "steals" from the old coun- ] 
try. Glasnevin, Sask., was named af¬ 
ter a cemetery in Ireland and Innis- 
fail is another Irish name. 

One string of towns in Saskatche¬ 
wan along a railway line is all nam¬ 
ed after relatively unknown railroad¬ 
ers. 

All over Canada the general prac¬ 
tice of naming lakes, mountains and 
town-sites after a minor contempor¬ 
ary figure is increasing. 

But names linked to actual local 
history or local description are be¬ 
coming a thing of the past. 

Mr. Hamilton says many of this 
province's most beautiful names— 
chosen many years ago—came from 
the Cree, “a gentle, soft, lovely and 


markably consistent varying over 
an eight-month period from a month¬ 
ly total of 1,769 lbs. to 2,157 lbs. 

Mr. Patterson has had his herd or 
test only two years. 

The previous World Champion for 
milk in his class was the U.S.A. Hol¬ 
stein Gray View Joan Pansy with 
18,156 lbs. milk while the former 
Canadian Champion was Pioneer 
Lodge Aggie Pontiac owned by Alex
